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The concrete channel to serve as the sormal spillway facility, urttl be of 
reinforced concrete construction and vail have a vridth of 10 ft. The crest 
length of the spillway lip will be 5^ ft. For dra-wdovtm purposes, ©top logs 
will seal oil the entrance sad to the concrete channel spillway and these logs 
will he removable. The concrete spillway will be built on natural undisturbed 

soil in as excavation that « .ill be approximately 5 ft. in depth at the spillway 

channel floor and deeper at the side wall footings. 
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fc£ the discharge end oi the apillw&y channel and to protect the dowssiream 
toe of the earth embankment, tip rap will be furnished and placed. 

The storm flow spillway will be to the left ol the embankment and will have 
a crest elevation oi 229* 0. Thus, it wUI be necessary lor the overflowing 
water an the lip of the masonry spillway to be Z ft, in depth before the 
emergency spillway will operate. The width of the swale spillway is 43 ft, 
and the side slopes mil be 4 horizontal on i vertical. At design high water 
elevation, baaed upon the drainage area involved, the width of water surface 
Ma the emergency spillway wiii be about 64 ft. The entire operating portion 
of the emergency spillway will be cut ia undisturbed soil and the surface 
■will be loasned and seeded. 

The drainage area involved on Sawmill Brook is about three square roil^s. 
The spillway capacity oi the masonry spillway is such that the emergency 
spillway will only operate during time of extreme flood flew conditions. The 
capacity of beta spillway* is such that flood flows is the range at ©a© cubic 
feet per second pes acre ass be passed thru the dam, 

Sownstreasn oi the dam where Sawmill Brook joias the South Branch of 
Mill River, the topography is relatively flat and coupled with the culvert 
uad©r Stony Hiil Road, it can be expected that tail 'water, under extreme 
&o#d flow eo&disioas. can be relatively high in surface elevation. This 
condition could reduce the capacity of the two proposed spillways. However, 
a flood of this nature would simply cause ponding of water above the proposed 
dam, as a result of downstream conditions, and thus any damage to the 
prapeted embankment dam that would occur in flood time would not suddenly 
release large quantities of water to relatively dry areas below. 

The top of the proposed earth embankment is elevation 240. 0. This is 11 ft. 

higher than the elevation of the great of the emergency spillway and 13 ft. 

higher than the normal pond elevation. The proposed embankment yftl be 
depressed 5 ft, at the location -where the concrete masonry spillway passes 
thru the embaskraent. However, the elevation of the earth fill at this location 
will be J35. and thus about % ft. higher than anticipated high water elevation 
under flood flow conditions with no tail water interference downstream, 
Should tail water interference occur and ponded water rise above elevation

Gentlemen: 

On Tuesday, October 26, 1965, I received a phone call from a Mr. S. E. 
Bennett of 846 Glendale Road in Wilbraham, complaining about a neighbor 
to the south of his property filling in a natural drainage valley that 
crosses both the Bennett property and the neighbor's property. The 
neighbor is Donald Gleason. Mr. Bennett informed me that construction 
now going on would plug the valley and form a pond of water on his 
property during wet weather seasons. 

I made an appointment to meet Mr. Bennett at the site and at 2:00 P.M. 
I inspected the work being done by Mr. Gleason. 

The drainage valley involved begins on property of Mr. Bennett. It pitches 
and drains westerly to a culvert under Glendale Road at a point about 1600 
feet northerly of Monson Road in Wilbraham. 200 feet, more or less, of 
the drainage valley easterly of Glendale Road is on property of Gleason. 
Mr. Gleason has graded his property by filling the drainage valley and 
fill is now being placed in the shallow drainage valley on Gleason property 
but close to the property line of Bennett. No water was flowing in the 
drainage valley but it is evident that following prolonged rains and in the 
Spring, as the result of melting snow, a sizeable brook does flow in the 
drainage valley. 

A review of the topographical map shows that the drainage area involved 
is much less than one square mile in area. The filling work being done 
by Mr. Gleason on his property, in the opinion of the undersigned, does 
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not constitute a dam but it is simply the regrading of his property- to fill 
a low valley, that has, for many years, been a channel for surface run- 
off. The fill as being placed will cause ponding of water on property of 
Bennett but in my opinion, the volume of the water that will be ponded 
will be much less than one million gallons. 

I pointed out to Mr. Bennett that the County does not have authority to 
act since the construction relates to grading of the Gleason property 
and does not result in the formation of a pond by a dam falling within 
the limitations and conditions of Chapter Z53 of the General Laws. I 
advised Mr. Bennett that his only course of action would be civil action 
to be brought by him against Mr. Gleason and that this matter should be 
discussed with his Attorney. I pointed out also that from what I know 
about drainage and land grading, the owner of land has the right to grade 
his property provided he does not block a stream course or a drainage 
valley on which there has been given a right-of-way. 

In my opinion, the filling done by Mr. Gleason will result in the formation 
of a small pond on Bennett property and when the pond has been filled to 
the level of the grading on Gleason property, the surplus water in the 
Springtime will flow over the Gleason property and probably reform the 
drainage valley by causing a gulley to be washed in the fill placed by 
Mr. Gleason. 

It is suggested that a communication be sent to Mr. Bennett advising 
him officially that there is no action the County can take in the matter.

In aecerdaae® with yomr eommiasiicatioa of February 2t, 1946 and the 
letter fuoss ©UTfcee, White, Twae & Chapdelaiae, dated Feb. 24, iffefe, 
I h&ye reviewed re-vised plans ©£ the proposed dare by James A, Bennett 
at Wilbr-ahiim, Mas®. , and report t© your Honorable Board as ioliows: 

Plans and specifications of the construction a® gnAginally planned ware 
aeat to m.n % ycsur Honorable Beard on May 24, 1965 Mid a letter -report 
was submitted ©n June 8, If 65. An Interlocutory B«ere© was issued 'by 
jomr B©arf £une 1 6, 1945 approving th* filed plans and specifications in 
accordance with the report of the mid© r signed. 

Apparently, following a review of field cosdition®, and ths depth of pond 
I© he farmed by the dam as originally proposed, the Owssr decided that 
a pond with tw© mora feet &i depth would b@ more desirable for his imx- 
pose. Consequently, the Engineer lor the Owner prepared replied draw- 
ings a© needed to .result is the water level of the proposed pond being 
raised from the original ^le^ation of 227. 0© to a rmviBrnd elevation of 
229. 00. This Chang® necessitated the raising of the masonry spillway 
and the flood flow spillway. 

The plana examined by the undersigned are Indicated aa Drawing #8?-4©S0 
and a note above the title box on each of the drawings is dated Jan. 15, If 66 
and indicates the re-vision of the drawings by raising the Spillway from 
elevation 227. CO to elevation 229. 00. 

The concrete aide walls of the flow-thru massary spillway have been 
raised and the stoplogs in the flow -thru spillway have b@«n increased by 
two feet in height. The stoplogs as proposed will be satisfactory.

Because of the Increased hea«l of two additi©aal feet, the load ob the 
lower otoplogs will be increased sufficiently to cams© deflection e£

The top of the earth embankment of the dam ha$ bean held constant at 
elevation 240. 00. This elevation provides lot & satisfactory freeboard 
above anticipated elevation of flood flaw. 

Riprap elevation© have bees raised as necessary to provide protection 
at th© stMbBMksn^mti&il. 

On the assumption that the darn as proposed is. the revised plan,® will be 
built in accordance -wife these revised plans and in acccrdasc^ with the 
specifications as originally submitted to your Board, it is recommended 
that the revised plaas be approved..

1 wish to caution you relative to the co&#tFnction of your dam ikw that we are 
experieaclag freezing weather, Earth embankment e^astructiea cannot be 
d©ae properly on fpojtea grouacl sx with ixos.es. earth. The material does not 
ccrai|Mct property and water coat eat of the soil this time ef year is usually 
too high for proper compaction. 

Concrete coasts-action becomes quite difficult. The spillway construction 
c©a#i$ls sxifsialy of reinforced concrete. It will be aecesgary that this coaerets 
b® protected from freesd&g weather lor a long enough period alter the concrete 
has beea poured so that there will he ao daager of damage to the concrete 
iTi&sonxf as a result of Irog.aa fresh coacrete. Thus, covers including heat 
should be applied to aay eoacxete poured during the critical curing period. 



Before a ay concrete is poured, I wsald Like to be notified at least a lull day 
is advance so that 1 caa schedule an inspection of the forms to be certain 
that the reinforcing steel has been properly installed.

On November 1 6, I re- 
ceived a communication from the Owner stating that he is now starting to dig 
for the dam spillway and that construction of the dam will be started as soon 
as excavation is completed. 

I am enclosing a copy of a communication sent to Mr. Bennett advising him 
of the fact that I will inspect the site of his dam and the construction work 
on Monday, November 20. I have also cautioned him relative to problems 
he will encounter in attempting to build his dam now that freezing weather is 
upon us. The contents of the letter are self-explanatory.

The undersigned made an inspection of the work being conducted at the 
above subject dam on Friday, May 10, 1968 and then discussed conditions 
as noted at the dam site, with the engineer for the owner, on Tuesday 
morning, May 14, 1968. 

The dam involved is to store a pond of water formed partially by ex- 
cavating the valley approximately 5 feet and building of an earth embank- 
ment dam to raise the water level 5 feet more or less above original 
ground elevation. Thus, through excavation and damming, a pond 9 feet 
in depth would be obtained. 

The earth embankment is to be quite sizeable in relationship to its low 
height. The spillway as planned, is a concrete chute-type structure 
extending through the entire embankment on the right side of the valley. 
The floor of the chute would be at about natural ground level and stoplogs 
4 feet in height at the inlet end would provide for raising the water level. 

Since the height to which water is to be raised is quite low, and thus the 
head acting upon the foundation relatively small, an elongated path of 
travel for seepage water under the dam was provided for by making the 
dam embankment very wide and requiring a cutoff wall extending down 
into the ground to natural impervious soil. 

On Friday, May 10, 1968 when the contractor was excavating for the 
spillway foundation, the undersigned noted that the material being 
excavated was entirely a sandy gravel containing relatively large stones. 
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Flow of water into the excavation from the side embankment was very 
rapid. No evidence of an impervious foundation was noted. 

The undersigned instructed the contractor to continue the excavation 
until impervious material is encountered. When impervious material 
is encountered, the excavation is to be pumped dry for examination. 

On Tuesday morning, May 14th, the engineer for the owner and developer 
of the property, called and requested that a conference be held in the 
field with him and the owner to discuss the advisability of moving the 
spillway to the opposite side of the dam. I pointed out to the engineer, 
Mr. Chapdelaine, that my schedule was such that I could not meet with 
him and the owner at the site of the dam until next week. I also pointed 
out that if the purpose of the requested conference is to move the spillway 
because no impervious bottom has been encountered, then the dam project 
should be abandoned unless the developer is ready to continue into basic 
impervious material regardless of whether the spillway or the earth em- 
bankment is located on the trouble spot. 1 pointed out to Mr. Chapdelaine 
that nothing would be gained by observing ground surface conditions or re- 
observing the conditions examined in the field on last Friday. I advised 
Mr. Chapdelaine that since foundation conditions at this dam are apparently 
going to be unsatisfactory, it will be necessary that borings be obtained to 
locate impervious and suitable foundation materials. When these are located, 
and if they are deep, it will be recommended that a cutoff wall be installed 
from the dam down into the suitable material. The cutoff wall could be either 
driven sheet piling or a heavily reinforced flexible-type concrete membrane. 

I suggested to Mr. Chapdelaine that he discuss with the owner and developer, 
the advisability of abandoning the proposed dam construction and form the 
desired body of water entirely in excavation below brook bed level. In this 
way, no dam would be required and the project would not come under the 
jurisdiction of your Honorable Board. I also advised the engineer to be 
certain there is no conflict with the requirements of the Hatch Act. 

I will keep your Honorable Board advised of the progress in connection with 
this project.

The spillway as planned, is a concrete chute-type structure 
extending through the entire embankment on the right side of the valley. 
The floor of the chute would be at about natural ground level and stoplogs 
4 feet in height at the inlet end would provide for raising the water level. 

Since the height to which water is to be raised is quite low, and thus the 
head acting upon the foundation relatively small, an elongated path of 
travel for seepage water under the dam was provided for by making the 
dam embankment very wide and requiring a cutoff wall extending down 
into the ground to natural impervious soil. 

On Friday, May 10, 1968 when the contractor was excavating for the 
spillway foundation, the undersigned noted that the material being 
excavated was entirely a sandy gravel containing relatively large stones.

Flow of water into the excavation from the side embankment was very- 
rapid. No evidence of an impervious foundation was noted. 

The undersigned instructed the contractor to continue the excavation 
until impervious material is encountered. When impervious material 
is encountered, the excavation is to be pumped dry for examination. 

On Tuesday morning, May 14th, the engineer for the owner and developer 
of the property, called and requested that a conference be held in the 
field with him and the owner to discuss the advisability of moving the 
spillway to the opposite side of the dam. I pointed out to the engineer, 
Mr. Chapdelaine, that my schedule was such that I could not meet with 
him and the owner at the site of the dam until next week. I also pointed 
out that if the purpose of the requested conference is to move the spillway 
because no impervious bottom has been encountered, then the dam project 
should be abandoned unless the developer is ready to continue into basic 
impervious material regardless of whether the spillway or the earth em- 
bankment is located on the trouble spot. I pointed out to Mr. Chapdelaine 
that nothing would be gained by observing ground surface conditions or re- 
observing the conditions examined in the field on last Friday. I advised 
Mr. Chapdelaine that since foundation conditions at this dam are apparently 
going to be unsatisfactory, it will be necessary that borings be obtained to 
locate impervious and suitable foundation materials. When these are located, 
and if they are deep, it will be recommended that a cutoff wall be installed 
from the dam down into the suitable material. The cutoff wall could be either 
driven sheet piling or a heavily reinforced flexible-type concrete membrane. 

I suggested to Mr. Chapdelaine that he discuss with the owner and developer, 
the advisability of abandoning the proposed dam construction and form the 
desired body of water entirely in excavation below brook bed level. In this 
way, no dam would be required and the project would not come under the 
jurisdiction of your Honorable Board. I also advised the engineer to be 
certain there is no conflict with the requirements of the Hatch Act. 

I will keep your Honorable Board advised of the progress in connection with 
this project.

I have received a copy of a communication addressed to your Honorable 
Board, dated May 24, 1968, requesting that the Interlocutory Decree 
issued on June 16, 1965 in connection with the above subject dam be 
rescinded. The letter of request was signed by the engineer for the 
owner. 

As explained in my letter-report to your Honorable Board dated May 14, 
1968, foundation conditions for this dam were found to be unsatisfactory 
when excavation was made for the spillway. In a conversation with the 
engineer for the owner following my May 14th report, I again pointed out 
to persons involved in this project, problems that would be faced in 
attempting to build a safe dam in the area planned. 

The owner apparently is now going to have a pond entirely formed by 
excavation and water stored in the excavated pond will be released via 
the brook course at the natural and existing brook bed elevation. 

It is the opinion of the undersigned that the owner should have the Decree 
rescinded and that he should be advised in writing, that any water ponded 
must be formed entirely in excavation and that the water level of the pond 
surface, under normal conditions, cannot be above the normal grade of 
the brook.

My property is located directly below this dam, which you know has been 
severely damaged during the August flood, to the extent of losing my entire 
possessions. 

On December 15th great pressure was brought to bear by the selectmen to 
dispose of the adjoining land to the Wilbraham Paper Co., so that repairs 
could be made to close the breach. With great reluctance on my part, I 
was forced by the selectmen to either sell or permit them to seize the 
property through eminent domain, at which time the repairs would be done 
properly in accordance with plans and specifications approved by the Hamp- 
den County Engineers, which of course is your office. The reason for my 
reluctance was that I felt that with the breach open, no reservoir could 
buildup, and with the natural flow of the river past my property, I had little 
fear tfanother flood. 

The land was sold at a nominal figure to the Wilbraham Paper Co., which 
proceeded immediately to fill in the gap with gravel fill, taken from the 
side of the hill, and to erect high flash boards, building a tremendous reser- 
voir of water against this very temporary gravel filled bank. This was ex- 
actly what we had feared they would do. 

When the water in the river began to rise to a dangerous level this spring, 
and the Boston Post Road was flooded over at Palmer, I noticed that the 
gravel bank was starting to wash away. I immediately went over to see the 
owners of the mill, and they informed me that they had no intention of put- 
ting the steel core in, as originally agreed upon. I called your office and 
you came over at once, and started to reinforce the gravel bank with sand 
bags and more fill, which no doubt prevented me from being washed out 
again. Many thanks.

The undersigned met with Mr. McNeill of the Wilbraham Paper 
Co. and representatives of the parent company owning this 
paper mill at 11:00 a.m. on Wednesday, August 22, 1956, to 
discuss the dam on the Chicopee River and the necessary 
repairs to this dam. At the discussion I pointed out 
again to those present that as now existing the right abut- 
ment area is not safe and that extreme high water could 
probably cause a second washout in the abutment area and 
the possibility of major damage downstream, particularly to 
the Wilbraham- Ludlow bridge, as *well ; as privately owned 
property. I suggested that the owners of the mill have 
their own engineers look into the problem of repairing the 
dam and that they give consideration to other possible 
solutions, even the lowering of the crest of the dam to 
increase the capacity of the dam to pass flood flows. 

Recently in the press I have read that the Wilbraham Paper 
Co. will close for a period of two weeks and then re -open. 
This morning I read where the Wilbraham Paper Co. has 
actually closed and that it is apparently to be sold to the 
Marcalus Mfg. Co. who will re-open the mill in the near 
future. I thought I would call this change in ownership to 
your attention in order that proper steps can be taken by 
the County to be reimbursed for funds already expended at 
the abutment of the paper mill dam. 

Do you think it advisable that the new owners of the mill 
be notified of the condition of the dam and the fact that 
there is a claim by the County for work already done and 
that additional work must be completed to make the dam safe?

The Owner of the property located downstream of the 
d&Ei and the Collisia Bridge on the northerly shore of the Chicopee 
River hag called twice or more via phone to request that the 
abutment fill be kept as high as possible to protect a future 
washout frosa occurring northerly of the north abutment* He feels 
that daiaage to his property has resulted from the August 1955 
washout and will again result frosi any water passing over or thru 
the new construction. I beliefs he would like to see the top of 
the neu construction built up as high or higher than the south dike. 

If this were done, in my opinion, it would also be 
necessary to raise the south dike. I believe that with the new 
construction as proposed, complete with a substantial quantity 
of heavy riprap, the added 75 feet of spillway will be sufficient 
for design flood flows. , If the ^"ilbrahara Paper Company does not 
wish to place extremely heavy fill consisting of large rock, but 
would rather use earth, I would then recoxmend the now fill be 
constructed conBiderably higher and that the south dike be raised 
as necessary. It is important that the south dike be maintained 
during any possible flood.

Gentlemen: 

in reference to the telephone call from Mr. McNeil , of the 
Alchar'-WItbraham Corp., I discussed the installation of 
flashboards on the dam, located on the Chicopee River, with 
Mr. McNeil and also with his Engineer. It was agreed at that 
time that if certain conditions would be fulfilled and^ plans, 
as well as specifications of these conditions ^are submitted 
to your Board j, for review and approval, 12'' of flashboards 
would be recommended for installation on the dam. 

As you know, ever since the flood of August 1955, « we have 
been urging the Owner of the dam to make permanent repairs 
to the right abutment. Temporary repairs of a fairly massive 
and substantial nature have been made. However, the fill at 
the right abutment Is relatively fine and granular. This fill 
Is protected on the upstream side with heavy field stone and 
riprap. However, any overtopping of this abutment will naturally 
result in a rapid washout of the fill. 

On the left side of the river, that is on the Wilbraham side, 
there has been for many years a well constructed and maintained 
dike "to protect homes in the immediate area. The surface eleva- 
tion of the right abutment should be maintained at a grade where- 
in water during flood stage will top this abutment rather than 
the dike on the wilbraham side. It would be far better to wash 
out the right side and repair damage here following a flood, 
than to overflow the dike on the left side and do damage to 
homes in that area. 

In my telephone discussion with Mr. McNeil and his Engineer, I 
pointed out that If the right abutment area would be surveyed 
and a plan prepared showing its surface elevation as regards the

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 25 3, Section 45, et seq. 
of the General Laws, Tercentenary Edition, relative to the inspection, 
condition and safety of the dams of Hampden County, you are hereby 
advised that your dam located near your orchard and easterly of Main 
Street, as well as southerly of Burleigh Road, has been inspected by 
our Engineer and your attention is called to the following conditions 
noted and recommendations made by him. 



"The pond was full on the day of inspection and water was flowing 
out of the pond around the right end of the masonry wall of the dam, 
This overflow takes place on solid natural ground and the condition 
is satisfactory. 

The embankment is rough as to shape and surface area but it is 
satisfactory. Grass and turf cover are o.k. All tree and brush 
growth has been cleared from the embankment. The toe area was 
satisfactory. The toe was wet in the bed of the stream just below 
the main spillway section of the dam but this is a natural occurrence 
and conditions were noted to be o.k. 

The cemented central spillway remains satisfactory and there is 
little or no sign of erosion, wear or boulder movement. 
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The dam could be further improved if the owner would make masonry- 
repairs on the pond side face and the top of the concrete and stone 
masonry wall. When the pond is drawn down again, it would be 
advisable to have all exposed masonry voids cleaned of loose mate- 
rial, dirt, vegetation and debris. After cleaning the voids, a good 
rich cement grout should be packed into each void. Broken areas 
of the wall on the surface could be replaced with a poured concrete 
mix containing moderately sized broken or washed stone. 

The recommended repair work to the wall will protect the invest- 
ment of the owner in this dam and should extend its useful life. 

In the opinion of the undersigned, the dam is safe. The owner has 
made improvements to the dam in recent years. " 



The report of the County Hydraulic Engineer is sent to you for your 
information relative to his advice regarding repairs to the concrete wall. 
The contents are self-explanatory. 

Any further information concerning this matter which you may desire will 
be furnished by this office upon request.

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 25 3, Section 45, et seq. of 
the General Laws, Tercentenary Edition, relative to the inspection, 
condition and safety of the dams in Hampden County, the County Hydraulic 
Engineer has recently made an inspection of your dam on Chicopee River 
just upstream of your Industrial Park property, and your attention is called 
to the following conditions and recommendations made by him. 

"This dam is deteriorating and it receives no maintenance whatsoever. 
On the day of inspection water was flowing thru the canal headworks 
unhindered in any way since all o£ the gates have been removed from 
the canal gate structure. Directly in front of the right side of the old 
gate facility and in the canal, water was observed to be quite turbulent. 
This is a result of the free flowing water entering the canal and then 
coming in contact with an underwater stone masonry obstacle that 
apparently is a part of the canal spillway structure. The turbulence 
in the water is not related to any leakage from the pond. 

The canal overflow is deteriorating badly. Water level was below 
crest elevation. 

The left abutment earth dike was observed to be o.k. and it has a 
fairly good turf cover. 

The dam itself was noted to be in fair condition insofar as stone 
masonry and the crest of the dam are concerned. The crest was 
on good grade and alignment. Flashboards were on the crest but 
water in storage was about at the elevation o£ the base of the flash- 
boards. Very little water overflowed the spillway that extends 
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across Chicopee River. Many of the timbers at the toe of the dam 
have been displaced and washed away. Consequently, water over- 
flowing the dam spillway can now undermine the toe of the dam. 

The toe of the dam is inundated with ponded water held back by a 
downstream curb wall that was part of the toe timber system. The 
heavy toe timbers will continue to fail and wash away and will be- 
come a nuisance if not a danger and threat downstream. 

It was not possible to determine whether or not the toe of the dam 
is being washed out and undermined. The owner should be required 
to investigate the conditions at the toe of the dam and if undermining 
and water erosion is taking place, the toe should be stabilized by 
either repairing the timber toe facility or placing mass concrete 
at the toe to prevent a continuation of any possible erosion. 

An examination of a portion of the toe of the dam and the curb as 
well as those sill timbers that could be viewed indicated that they 
were in fairly good condition. 

The right abutment masonry structure was satisfactory. The flood 
flow swale behind the right abutment was o.k. Many small trees 
are growing in the swale but these do not affect its ability to function 
as yet. 

It is recommended that the owner of the dam be advised to maintain 
the dam, particularly the toe area, and to investigate conditions at 
the toe and take any corrective action needed to prevent undermining 
of the toe. " 

You are hereby advised to make the necessary investigation of conditions 
at the toe of the dam in order to determine whether or not the loss of the 
toe timbers will contribute to undermining the dam stone masonry. If any 
undermining is observed, proper construction should be done to correct 
the undermining and prevent any extension of this problem.

Gentlemen; 

I have received a telephone request from Mr. Guidette to assist hi in, 
if possible, in the removal of a beaver dam at the site of his flood 
breached dam on Twelvemile Brook in Wilbraham. 

The dam. owned by Mr. Guidette was formerly owned by Dr. Sullivan. 
During the hurricane flood of August, 1955, the dam was breached and 
since that time no repairs have ever been made. 

When it became evident that a new property owner was involved, your 
Honorable Board notified the owner, Mr. Donald V. Guidette on 
November 24, 1965, that if he planned to reactivate the dam by re- 
construction of the embankment, it would be necessary under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 253 of the General Laws for him to file plans and 
specifications of any proposed construction before any work could be 
done. 

Apparently, beavers have recently plugged the breach in the dam. and 
as a result, a fairly large pond of water is being formed. Mr. Guidette 
became concerned over the fact that it is his responsibility to prevent 
the formation of a pond of water even if the pond results from beaver 
action. Mr. Guidette has informed me via telephone, that he has 
broken the beaver dam time and time again, only to have it re- 
constructed by the beavers. I advised Mr. Guidette that the County 
could not take any action to help him rid the area of beavers and 
suggested that he contact Conservation officials and officials of the 
Department of Natural Resources, who might trap the beavers and

remove them from the site. I advised Mr. Guidette that as long as he 
himself was not plugging the breach in the dam and was taking every 
step available to him to eliminate the beaver dam, I could not see 
where he would be faced with any problem regarding violation of the 
provisions contained in Chapter 253 of the General Laws.

9-Mile Pond is about one foot higher than its 
normal dry weather height, the drainage ditch is filled 
with water and overflowing at some points flooding private 
ways and causing a swampy condition. 

I can submit no recommendation in addition to 
those made by Mr. Tighe in 1946.

Tine piaa consists of one sheet filed Movember 1, If 87, and indicated as the fourth 
*evi«$d giia. tPhe date ©a the plan is September 16, 1957, and the owner is indi* 
eated as Victor GeBgye&u of 215 Soul® &o*d, WilbraJuun, Mass. The specifications 
«re indicated &s the foartli revised specificatioas. The litis of the »peeific*tioiu is 
"&«ptdv of JSarth Bam Qwxied fey Victor Gengretu. i5 

Tie .dam j§ located jest to the north of Soule Road on the South Branch of Mill . 
Rivi*. Tfag original dam was washed out around its right end ia the Hood of 
August, 1955. The dam iteeH was teat partly of earth, cobblestones, and cob- 
erete Kiaaosstf. There is, located directly downstream from the concrete spill- 
way » & ismall power house. A «?ti®el ia this house was to eventually be used for 
private power generation purpose*. Psriagthe flood of ifSS> the capacity of the 
spillway was exceeded fey the fcrememdows runoff and the natural garouaad to the right 
of the dam was eaten away » and the flow of the stream diverted arotrod the dam. 

The proposed plan for reconstruction provide® for the filling of the washed thru 
breach with a well compacted earth embankment. Thin embankment will, fee keyed 
to the natural ground and selected soil will be used ia the eestral portion of the 

embankment for the purpose of constructing an impervious core. Upstream, and 
downstream of this impervious central section of the embankment, the earth will 
fee of a sand and gravel nature wife rock near the outer edges. Thia new embank- 
ment will extend for a distance of ap proximately 30 feet from the westerly abut" 
ment of the original concrete spillway to the westerly end ©f the washed thru breach. 
The height of the embankment above the crest of the spillway will be 5 feet. 

The original spillway m still ia existence and was not damaged fey the flood flows. 
This spillway is 14 feet in length. The owner proposes to extend this upiilway an 
additional 3S feet to the east. Consequently, the ultimate length of spillway upon 
completion of construction will thus be increased from 14 feet to 49 feet. The 
vertical height above the crest mi the spillway to the tap of the abutment will be 5 ft.

Dear Sir: 

I am answering your letter of December 21, I96I4.. 

In regards to the spillway, the construction is much stronger 
than the prints call for. 

Mr. McDonald, County Engineer from Holyoke suggested one wal]., 
but I built, with his approval, two walls. One wall Is 1 x 3 1 
thick and the other la 1 x 2' thick. It is faced with 6 n of 
cement* 

Alton Gleason, Contractor, is dredging the pond* He dug a trench 
under the spillway temporarily to lower water level to simplify 
dredging. This spillway acts as a culvert. Alton Gleason is 
supervised by State Engineers. 

There is no danger of the spillway cracking or falling. The 
anchor buttement is 7' wide at bottom, 2* wide at top and 22* 
long. I*ve used 50 ton of rock and cement in buttement. It 
is faced with £" of cement* 

The brook will be k to 5 feet deeper. The construction of the 
spillway will be delayed until pond dredging is completed. It 
will take several years. 

I have tt No Trespassing" signs around dam and pond. I keep public 
away from dam. I hope this answers all questions.

Gentlemen: 

Reference is made to the drowning of a boy in Wilbraham on Friday evening, 
February 12, 1965, in a gravel pit located upstream of the dam of Victor 
Gengreau. On Tuesday, February 16, I received a number of telephone calls 
from various persons, including the local State Representative requesting 
information regarding the pond of water in the gravel pit and whether or not 
the County had any jurisdiction in connection with the formation and operation 
of the gravel pit. 

The gravel pit is located on a branch of Mill River at a point just upstream 
of Soule Road in Wilbraham. There are two dams on the stream adjacent to 
Soule Road. The downstream dam of the two is owned by the Young Men's 
Hebrew Association while the upstream dam, located between Soule Road 
and the gravel pit, is owned by Victor Gengreau. 

On Friday afternoon, February 12, 1965, there apparently were two children 
playing on the ice that had formed on the water in the gravel pit. Both 
children fell thru the ice, the boy being drowned and his younger sister was 
rescued. She has been on the danger list in the Ludlow Hospital since that 
time but it is my understanding that she is now recovering satisfactorily, 
though rather slowly. 

Since the case at hand involves water that is upstream from the Gengreau 
Dam, it does not seem to the undersigned that your Honorable Board has 
any jurisdiction in this case. Also, the dam itself does not impound any 
water. For some time, the dam has been partly breached as the result of 
a washout in the bed of the brook that extends under a stone and concrete 
masonry spillway. The flow of the brook normally passes thru this washout

and water in storage upstream of the dam is held in what appears to be 
excavations made in carrying out the gravel borrow operations. 

I do not know for certain the length of time over which the gravel borrow pit 
has been operating but I am certain that gravel has been excavated from 
this site for a number of years. 

In view of the fact that the drowning took place as the result of children 
playing on the ice formed on a body of water within the excavation of the 
gravel pit, and since no breach of the dam with the resulting release of 
water took place, it would seem as if the County has no jurisdiction nor 
can take any action in connection with this drowning. Also, an examination 
of the site by the undersigned during the routine inspection of dams in 
Wilbraham early this past Winter and another inspection of the site con- 
ducted February 16, 1965, showed the water level in storage upstream of 
the dam is no higher than the breach in the bed of the brook under the 
masonry spillway and thus water is not backed up to a height above the bed 
of the brook.

Gentlemen: 

Reference is made to my annual report in connection with the condition of 
dams in Wilbraham and to your letter dated December 16, 1964, addressed 
to Mr. Victor Gengreau of 215 Soule Road in Wilbraham, Mass. In my re- 
port and in your letter to Mr. Gengreau, it was pointed out that reconstruc- 
tion and enlargement of the dam which began several years ago based on filed 
and approved plans and specifications, had not been completed and that work 
had been stopped on the project. As reported in December, the partially 
completed structure was found to be seriously deteriorating and no water 
was in storage. The new spillway section at the left part of the dam that 
was being constructed in an unsatisfactory manner and so previously reported, 
had failed in that the brook breached the structure by breaking thru under 
the foundation of the masonry work. Much of the earth fill under the masonry 
was reported as having been washed away and as a result of this condition, 
the flow of the brook passed thru the site of the dam without the storage of 
water taking place. 

It was also pointed out in our report and the information was passed on to 
Mr. Gengreau in your communication that the large void under the incom- 
pleted spillway section of the dam would become larger with the passing of 
time and that should the structure fail in time of high stream flow, the settled 
spillway section could plug the breach where free flow was now taking place 
and cause the ponding of water. It was recommended that the owner of the 
dam be advised that since work has not progressed on this dam for a number 
of years and since the structure as now existing is in a dangerous condition, 
the Decree approving the additions and alterations to the dam be withdrawn 
and the owner ordered to breach the section of the new spillway construc- 
tion.

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In the last paragraph of your communication of December 16, 1964, you 
notified Mr. Gengreau as follows: 

"Since no active work has been done on this dam for a few years, 
and since the work that has been done is not satisfactory in its 
entirety as reported to you previously and also, since the work is 
deteriorating and becoming dangerous, our Board will initiate action 
to cancel the Decree that provided for the reconstruction of the dam 
unless, within 30 days, you submit to this Board, in writing, a 
schedule and procedure for repairing or replacing the unsatisfactory 
and deteriorating new spillway section. If you do not plan to com- 
plete the dam very shortly, then the new spillway section should be 
removed and the stream valley opened for free passage of stream 
flow. " 

In view of the fact that at the time of my inspection on February 16, 1965, 
Mr. Gengreau has not taken any action in connection with the breaching of 
the dam and since the stipulated period of 30 days has passed and he 
apparently has not filed with your Board a written schedule and procedure 
for repairing or replacing the unsatisfactory and deteriorating new spillway 
section, it is recommended that the Owner be notified that within 30 days 
he is to breach the dam by removing the masonry spillway section under 
which the brook now flows and thus provide a free and an unobstructed 
channel for the passage of stream flow. It is also recommended that Mr. 
Gengreau be notified that the Decree approving the plans and specifications 
is withdrawn. 

The undersigned would be pleased to meet with your Board to discuss this 
case and determine the course of action that should be taken to force Mr. 
Gengreau to breach the dam.

Reference is made to my communication to your Honorable Board 
dated February 17, 1965, and to your communication of the same 
date to Mr. Victor Gengreau of 215 Soule Road, Wilbraham, Mass., 
relative to the breaching of his dam. 

In your communication to Mr. Gengreau, you directed him as follows: 

"You are ordered to remove from the bed and cross section of the 
stream the entire stone and concrete masonry spillway that is 
situated to the left of the original concrete masonry spillway and 
to shape and grade the brook in such a manner as to allow for the 
safe and unrestricted passage of flood flows. This work shall be 
accomplished by you on or before March 30, 1965. " 

The undersigned inspected the site of this dam on Friday, March 19, 
1965, and found that the unsatisfactory stone and concrete masonry 
spillway section has been removed from the bed and cross section of 
the stream in such a manner that water will not now be ponded behind 
the dam. 

The Owner did not remove the entire section as directed but he did 
remove enough of the section so that there is ample waterway to safely 
pass flood flows.

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In cutting thru the unsatisfactory spillway section, a portion of the 
masonry was left in place on each end of the spillway but this masonry 
has been broken up and, as flood flows occur, the opening will become 
wider with the passing of time. 

Two hundred (200) ft. downstream from the dam there are twin 42" 
corrugated iron culverts that convey the stream under and across Soule 
Road. On first observing conditions at the dam and noting the large slabs 
of broken masonry, I was concerned over the possibility of flood flows 
causing the movement of the slabs of masonry downstream to a point 
where they might plug the culvert tubes. However, by checking the size 
of the brook course in the 200 ft. lengths that separate the culvert tubes 
from the site of the breached spillway, it became apparent that the 
velocity of flow in this portion of the stream valley will be controlled by 
the capacity of the culvert tubes and flow velocity will not be high enough 
to result in the movement of any of the broken concrete slabs with the 
flowing water. There might be movement of the slabs right in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the dam, however, the stream bed widens immediately 
downstream and as water flows thru this area, velocity of flow will 
decrease and the water will not carry the larger slabs. 

In the opinion of the undersigned, Mr. Gengreau has complied with your 
directive of February 17, 1965, and the breach thru the improper section 
of the spillway will allow for the passage of flood flows without ponding 
water.

In connection with a letter from the Town of 
Wilbraham in reference to damage to two small dams 
at Wilbraham Academy, the undersigned has inspected 
these dams and is of the opinion that neither of 
these structures come under County control insofar 
as Chapter 253 of the General Laws is concerned. 

Neither of the dams are over 10 feet in height, 
the drainage area is less than one square mile, and 
the amount of water stored is less than a million 
gallons in each reservoir. 

Certain maintenance and repair work of a minor 
nature is required if the structures are to remain 
sound and in good condition. However, since these 
dams do not come within Chapter 253 of the General 
Laws, it woull seem to the undersigned that the matter 
of maintenance of the structures is at the option of 
the owner .

In order to maintain the level of your swimming pond at 
spillway height and to inorease the flow of water to the pond, 
it la suggested that you accomplish the following: 

1. Plug the leak around the concrete pipe at the base 
of the spillway seotion, 

2a. Make an agreement with Kr. Gengreau, owner of the dam 
and pond Immediately upstream from your property, to release 
quantities of water from behind his dam on days when the Camp 
is open and the normal flow of the brook insufficient for 
safe, sanitary swimming conditions-- or; 

2b. Drive a well, perhaps in the area downstream and 
between the brook and the road, from which water may be pumped 
to the swimming pond to supplement the flow of the brook in 
extreme dry weather. 

Of these latter two suggestions, 2a perhaps would be the 
least expensive, hut with 2b, it is possible that the quality 
of water would he better nnd the quantity more certain.' 

A driven 2i-inoh well, to test the possibility of an 
underground supply, could be put down for a cost of perhaps 
^2.50 per foot, plus the cost of materials and the expenae of 
moving in the driving equipment.

"The earth embankment at this dam is rough in shape but the struc- 
ture is in fair condition. Some improvement work has bttn done 
and soil erosion previously reported adjacent to the spillway has 
been corrected. Some of the tree and brush growth noted at the 
time of the last inspection has been cut down but all of this growth 
occurring on the sloping faces of the earth embankment should be 
removed and future growth should be discouraged. The earth em- 
bankment should be well maintained and a good growth of turf 
should be developed. No toe seepage of any consequence was noted. 

One flashboard was on the crest of the masonry spillway and water 
level was passing over the top of this board at a depth of about 1". 
The spillway structure was satisfactory. 

It is recommended that the owner of the dam be advised to remove 
all brush growth from the earth embankment portion of the struc- 
ture and take the steps necessary to form a good heavy turf cover. " 

Our Board concurs in the recommendations of the County Hydraulic Engineer 
that the surface of the dam embankment be improved by the promotion of a

good growth of turf and all tree and brush growth growing from the earth em- 
bankment portion of the dam on both sides of the spillway, be cut down and 
future growth of this type discouraged.

Gentlemen: 

Reference is made to your dam southerly of Soule Road in Wilbraham, 
and the fact that there now exists a heavy snow cover throughout 
Western Massachusetts. The water content of this snow cover, coupled 
with a warm spring rain could result in extremely heavy runoff conditions. 
Consequently, the Commissioners of Hampden County have directed that 
I advise you to be sure that the spillway facilities at your dam are clear 
of any obstruction and that you taWe all precautions necessary to protect 
your dam as well as persons and property downstream. 

Any flashboards remaining on the spillway crest should be removed 
immediately. In removing flashboards, the release of stored water 
should be done under controlled conditions so as not to cause any flooding 
downstream. Should severe spring flood flows occur, the dam should be 
checked frequently to be certain that the spillway facility is functioning 
properly and that its capacity has not been reduced by debris.

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 25 3, Section 45, et seq. of 
the General Laws, Tercentenary Edition, relative to the inspection, 
condition and safety of the dams of Hampden County, you are hereby 
advised that your dam located on your property adjacent to Soule Road 
in Wilbraham has been inspected by our Engineer and your attention is 
called to the following conditions noted and recommendations made by 
him. 



"The embankment forming this dam is satisfactory as to shape. 
Some surface erosion was observed on the slopes at the spillway 
sidewalls. All tree and brush growth occurring on the sloping 
sides and on the top of the earth embankment should be cut down 
and any regrowth discouraged. Growth should be cleared from 
the embankment for a distance of 50 feet more or less on each 
side of the spillway structure. 

The toe of the embankment is reasonably dry. 

The concrete masonry of the spillway was noted to be satisfactory. 
Flashboards were still on the spillway crest on the day of inspec- 
tion. They are bending downstream and will probably fail in the 
near future. 

The flashboards should be removed from the crest of the spillway 
until after the spring runoff. Flashboards could then be replaced 
to raise the pond to normal elevation for summer use.

On the day of inspection, November 24, 1969, the pond was full 
and water was overflowing the flashboards. 

In the opinion of the undersigned, the dam is safe. However, the 
tree and brush growth should be removed as recommended. Also, 
the flashboards should be taken off every fall and kept off of the 
spillway crest until after each spring snow melt and rainy season. ' 



Our Board concurs in the recommendations of the County Hydraulic 
Engineer. Flashboards must be taken off of the crest of the dam imme- 
diately and steps should be taken to clear brush and tree growth from the 
dam embankment between now and the summer of 1970. Flashboards must 
be removed one at a time. The second flashboard should not be removed 
until ponded water level is lowered for a few days after removal of the top 
flashboard.

It is recommended that a second communication be sent to 
Y.M.H. A. Day Camp authorities directing that the flashboards 
be removed within the next 30 days and remain off of the spill- 
way crest until after the spring runoff. " 



Our Board has advised you that the flashboards must be taken off of the 
crest of the dam immediately and that in removing flashboards, care 
must be taken and only one board removed at a time. The proper pro- 
cedure is to remove the top flashboard until water in storage recedes 
to the upper elevation of the remaining flashboards. When this condition 



occurs, the next flashboard should be removed and the same procedure 
followed, one board at a time being removed until the last board is off 
of the crest of the spillway. The removal of more than one flashboard 
at a time could cause flooding to occur downstream. 

Flashboards may be replaced on the crest of the spillway following 
melting of snow on the drainage area and the period of heavy spring 
rainfall.

The undersigned re-inspected the dam at the Y.M.H. A. Day Camp in 
Wilbraham on Wednesday, March 1 1 , 1970. Flashboards one foot in 
height were still on the crest of the dam. The upper flashboard was 
bending downstream, and under a flood load, would probably fail. 

Since nearly all of the snow cover on the drainage area has now melted 
and there is little chance of any major flood occurring in the valley of 
the stream between now and fall, the undersigned is of the opinion that 
conditions at the dam are satisfactory. However, officials of the 
Y.M.H. A. Day Camp should be advised that when the Day Camp closes 
at the end of the summer in 1970, all flashboards must be removed from 
the spillway crest.

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 253, Section 45, et seq. 
of the General Laws, Tercentenary Edition, relative to the inspection, 
condition and safety of the dams of Hampden County, you are hereby 
advised that your dam located on your property adjacent to Soule Road 
in Wilbraham was inspected by our engineer on Wednesday, March 11th, 
and he noted that all flashboards had not been removed from the crest of 
the spillway as required for safety purposes. I also noted in his report 
to our Board, that because most of the snow cover on the drainage area 
has already melted, there is little chance that there will be any flood flow 
this spring. Consequently, it is not necessary that the flashboards remain- 
ing on the crest of the dam be removed at this time. 

You are advised, however, that at the end of the summer of 1970 when the 
Day Camp closes, all flashboards are to be removed from the spillway of 
the dam and are to be kept off of the spillway until after the spring runoff 
of 1971. This is a practice that must be followed annually. Flashboards 
will only be allowed on the spillway from late spring until the end of summer 
of each year.
